4  he  obverse  bust  is  very  distinctive, 
and  I  feel  must  be  recorded  as  one  of  the  crudest  in  this  series. 

The  reverse  die  shows  again  a  horse  with  a  pear  shaped  head  which  is  akin  to  the 
Freckenham  type  staters  of  Mack  nos.

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RHODESIAN  CURRENCY  CARDS— 1900 

By  R.  A.  Stephens 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  Boer  War  in  1899  the  enemy  occupied  Yryburg  in  Cape 
Colony,  invested  Mafeking,  and  seized  the  railway  line  from  nearly  100  miles  in 
Bechuanaland.  For  some  months  all  communications  between  Rhodesia  and  the  Cape 
were  suspended,  and  as  this  was  the  normal  route  for  the  conveyance  of  supplies  and 
mails,  they  were  reduced  to  serious  straits  in  all  parts  of  Matabeleland.  Amongst  other 
difficulties  was  the  scarcity  of  coinage,  especially  silver,  which  rapidly  disappeared 
from  circulation,  probably  because  the  natives  were  in  the  habit  of  hoarding  it. 
Apart  from  the  general  inconvenience  of  this  shortage,  it  threatened  to  denude  the 
farms  and  mines  of  native  labourers,  whose  wages  had  to  be  paid  regularly.

RHODESIAN  CURRENCY  CARDS— 1900 
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At  that  time  Colonel  Marshall-Hole  was  Government  Secretary  for  Matabeleland, 
and  it  occurred  to  him  that  the  difficulty  might  temporarily  be  met  by  the  use  of 
postage  stamps,  of  which  there  happened  to  be  a  very  large  supply  in  stock.  Clearly, 
however,  a  stamp  by  itself  would  have  been  useless  for  circulation,  and  he  suggested 
that  the  stamps  might  be  affixed  to  cards  bearing  an  order  on  the  fiscal  officer  (Civil 
Commissioner)  to  pay  the  value  of  the  stamp  if  presented  after  August  1st,  by  which 
date  they  were  confident  that  railway  communications  would  be  restored. 

The  Administrator,  the  Hon.  Alfred  Lawley,  agreed  to  his  suggestion  on  the 
understanding  that  the  cards  should  bear  Colonel  Marshall-Hole’s  signature — rather 
an  embarrassing  condition  in  view  of  the  very  large  quantity  required,  which, 
however,  was  met  by  having  a  metal  die  stamp  made,  which  he  still  possesses.  The 
Standard  Bank  agreed  to  treat  the  stamped  cards  as  cash,  and,  after  some  hesitation, 
the  natives  generally  were  persuaded  to  accept  them. 

Stamped  cards  were  issued  of  the  values  of  3d.  (1896-7);  6d.  (1896-7  and  1898); 
1/-  (1896-7  and  1898);  2/1  (1896-7);  2/6  (1896-7)  and  10/-  (1896-7).  The  6d.  and  1  /- 
stamps  were  thus  of  two  kinds.  The  currency  tension  was  eased  soon  after  the  relief 
of  Mafeking  (May  16th,  1900),  and  the  repair  and  re-occupation  by  the  British  forces 
of  the  railway  line  and  most  of  the  cards  were  redeemed  in  August.  About  £20,000 
worth  of  stamps  were  used,  and  when  the  circulation  ceased  on  October  1st  it  was 
found  that  almost  exactly  £1,000  worth  were  still  outstanding,  some  no  doubt  having 
been  lost  or  destroyed  and  other  cards  kept  as  curiosities.  This  £1,000  less  the  small 
cost  of  printing  the  cards,  was  clear  profit  to  the  Administration,  and  compensated 
the  Colonel  for  the  ridicule  the  experiment  provoked  when  he  first  proposed  it. 
Apart  from  that,  the  cards  certainly  relieved  the  community  from  an  awkward 
predicament. 

There  are  two  varieties  of  oval  hand  stamps — one  with  Administrators  Office 
at  top  and  Bulawayo  below;  the  other,  “Administrators”  at  top  and  “Office”  below. 
Sometimes  found  in  black  ink,  but  mostly  in  violet  ink. 

A  CARTOONIST  S  VIEW  OF  CARTOONISTS 

No  doubt  many  of  our  readers  will  have  by  now  received  their  1978  Standard 
Catalogue  which  was  published  on  9th  March  and  read  with  interest  our  view  and 
review  contained  therein.  Some  will  also  have  seen  (and  heard)  various  reports  in 
the  national  press  and  on  the  radio  commenting  upon  our  views  on  modern  medals 
and  British  coin  design.  In  particular  we  noted  that  “some  of  these  new  medals  may 
be  attractive  and  good  to  have  as  a  memento.  If  medals  are  collected  for  this  reason — 
admirable.  But  if  they  are  bought  as  an  investment  .  .  .  then  the  collector  is  likely  to 
be  in  for  a  big  disappointment”. 

For  the  above  reason  we,  ourselves,  offer  very  few  modern  medals  to  our  clients, 
by  and  large  they  (the  medals  that  is)  are  an  unexciting  bunch  and  some  ot  them  are 
positively  ghastly.  This  month  is  an  exception  however,  and  we  are  delighted  to  be 
able  to  offer  a  medal  which  we  feel  sure  will  delight  and  amuse  our  clients  as  much 
as  it  does  us.  The  artist  is  the  well-known  cartoonist  Ronald  Searle  whose  work  will 
be  familiar  to  readers  of  the  British  press.  Mr.  Searle  now  lives  in  France  and  the 
medal  illustrated  on  our  front  cover  this  month  is  one  of  a  series  of  outstanding 
cartoonists  of  an  earlier  age  that  have  been  struck  by  the  Paris  mint.  I  he  sure  hand 
of  the  master  is  here  and  he  arrives  at  a  result  which  not  only  captures  the  spirit  and 
wicked  humour  of  the  original  cartoonist,  but  which  also,  by  its  economy  ot  line, 
is  undoubtedly  Ronald  Searle. 
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Since  a  small  plastic  stand  is  given  with  each  medal  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  can 
be  obtained  by  having  the  piece  on  permanent  display.  This,  surely  is  what  modern 
medallic  art  should  be  about:  pleasure  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder,  not  dubious 
‘limited’  editions  that  are  locked  away  in  a  cabinet  or  folder  in  anticipation  of  an 
eventual  appreciation. 

We  do  not  claim  that  Mr.  Searle’s  medals  will  appreciate  in  monetary  terms 
over  the  next  few  years  and  the  edition  is  certainly  not  limited,  but  as  an  exercise  in 
superb  artistry  the  medal  is  unsurpassed. 

The  medal  is  struck  in  light  bronze,  the  design  being  engraved  in  intaglio  and 
filled  with  niello  to  accentuate  it:  the  illustration  is  actual  size.  Price  £10,  plus 
postage  and  packing.  We  shall  be  offering  the  other  medals  in  the  series  in  future

THE  WONDERFUL  WORLD  OF  THE  URTUQIDS 

By  Richard  Plant 


One  of  the  rules  of  the  Mohammedan  faith  is  that  no  graven  image  of  any  living 
thing  is  allowed,  and  this  is  why  most  Islamic  coins  tend  to  be  very  dull  and  unin¬ 
teresting  to  us.  The  Moslem  artists  specialised  in  calligraphy,  the  art  of  writing,  and 
their  coins  have  a  peculiar  beauty  of  their  own — but,  if  I  may  say  so,  it  is  rather  an 
acquired  taste. 

However,  there  is  an  exception  to  this.  Between  the  middle  of  the  12th  and  the 
middle  of  the  13th  centuries  A.D.  in  the  northern  Mesopotamia-southern  Anatolia 
region  a  whole  range  of  pictorial  coins  suddenly  blossoms  out,  and,  just  as  suddenly, 
dies  away  again.  This  sudden  change  was  almost  certainly  due  to  the  impact  of  the 
Crusades — the  Crusaders  were  used  to  pictorial  designs  on  their  coins,  and  the 
Moslem  areas  nearest  to  them  wanted  to  do  all  they  could  to  facilitate  trade. 


The  interesting  thing,  though,  is  that  it  was  not  the  coin  designs  of  contemporary 
Western  Europe  that  were  copied,  but,  apparently,  the  antique  treasures  to  be  found 
in  their  own  lands — particularly  the  coins  of  the  Greeks,  Romans  and  Byzantines. 


Other  dynasties  were  involved  in  this  “Renaissance”, 
of  them  all  were  the  Urtuqids  of  Maridin.  As  this  article 
these  rulers,  a  list  is  given

Not  all  their  coins  are  pictorial,  but  a  good  percentage  are.  All  the  coins  illus¬ 
trated  in  this  article  are  large  bronze  dirhems. 
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Fig.  1 


Commonest  type  is  that  showing  a  head.  Fig  1  shows  a  head  copied  from  a  coin 
of  Constantine  the  Great,  a.d.  308-337  It  was  minted  by  Qutb  ed-din  II  Ghazi. 

Fig  2,  an  obverse  of  Hosam  ed-din  Yuluq  Arslan  shows  two  heads.  The  one  at 
the  left  is  Byzantine,  whilst  the  one  at  the  right  is  Roman,  possibly  copied  from  a 
coin  of  Nero,  a.d.  54-68.  On  the  reverse  of  this  coin  Hosam  acknowledges  the  great 
Saladin  (a.d.  1169-1193)  as  his  overlord. 


Extremely  interesting  is  Fig  3,  another  type  of  the  same  ruler.  This  dates  to 
a.d.  1193,  the  year  of  Saiadin’s  death.  A  very  similar  group  of  figures  appears  on  a 
classical  sculpture  depicting  the  grief  of  Penelope  at  the  departure  of  her  husband 
Ullyses  for  the  perils  of  the  Trojan  war;  and  it  would  appear  that  the  Urtuqid 
ruler  knew  this  sculpture  and  used  it  to  portray  the  grief  of  the  Moslems  at  the  loss 
of  their  beloved  leader  Saladin. 


The  earlier  ruler,  Nejm  ed-din  Alpi,  minted  the  type  shown  as  Fig  4,  with  a 
pictorial  design  on  both  sides.  The  obverse  show's  two  busts  confronted,  in  the 
manner  common  amongst  Roman  emperors,  particularly  on  the  colonial  coinages. 
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The  reverse  is  copied  from  the  gold  coinage  of  the  Byzantine  Emperor  John  II, 
a.d.  1118-1143,  and  it  shows  the  Virgin  Mary  nimbate  crowning  the  Emperor.  This 
is  particularly  interesting  as  Nejm  ed-din  began  his  reign  in  1152,  only  nine  years 
alter  the  death  ot  John  II.  In  any  case  Byzantine  territories  were  limited  to  the  area 
close  to  Constantinople  during  his  reign — the  Urtuqid  was  copying  the  coin  design 
of  a  more  or  less  contemporary  foreign  ruler,  and  in  the  process  he  was  depicting 
the  Mother  of  Jesus  Christ — hardly  the  best  design  for  a  state  opposed  to  the 
Crusaders!  {To  be  continued) 

THE  BRITISH  ASSOCIATION  OF  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 

ANNUAL  CONGRESS  1978 

The  25th  National  Congress  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  was  held  at 
Didsbury  College,  Manchester,  from  31st  March  to  2nd  April,  1978.  Hosts  were  The  Lancashire 
and  Cheshire  and  The  North  East  Cheshire  Numismatic  Societies.  About  80  members  of 
affiliated  societies  attended  the  Congress,  although  the  number  for  the  Congress  Dinner  rose 
to  96. 

Proceedings  commenced  on  the  Friday  evening  with  a  meal  at  Didsbury  College,  followed 
by  a  Civic  Reception  at  Manchester  Town  Hall,  given  by  the  Corporation.  Hosts  were  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  of  Manchester  and  the  hospitality  given  to  the  delegates  provided 
a  splendid  start  to  the  weekend. 

In  conformity  with  past  practice,  there  was  a  choice  of  lecture  at  some  stages  and  the  writer 
of  this  report  can,  of  course,  only  comment  on  those  lectures  attended  by  him.  The  opening 
paper  on  Saturday  was  attended  by  all  present  and  was  entitled  ‘Coinage  and  the  Metallurgist’ 
by  Mr.  E.  Quarmby.  The  lecture  was  given  in  memory  of  the  late  Professor  F.  C.  Thompson 
of  Manchester  University,  who  died  last  year.  Mr.  Quarmby  discussed  the  various  metals  known 
to  early  man:  these  were  gold,  silver,  lead  and  copper.  In  the  first  instance  only  surface  deposits 
were  worked  but  deeper  workings  became  necessary  and  the  Romans  mined  various  metals. 
The  speaker  explained  the  need  to  mix  metals  for  coinage  and  gave  examples  of  experiments 
made  in  the  past  which  had  produced  coins  which  both  had  a  short  life  as  well  as  those  which 
were  more  satisfactory  for  modern  circulation.  He  continued  by  discussing  the  various  new 
metals  used  in  modern  times  to  produce  coins  and  gave  details  of  the  advantages  and  dis¬ 
advantages  of  moving  from  the  traditional  metals  for  coin  production. 

After  coffee,  there  was  a  choice  of  lectures,  namely  ‘Collecting  Islamic  Coins’  by  Michael 
Broome  and  ‘The  Royal  Maundy’  by  Dr.  Brian  Robinson.  The  latter  paper  commenced  with 
a  history  of  the  King’s  Dole  which  was  originally  an  annual  charity  on  Good  Friday  but, 
subsequently,  became  three  payments  per  annum.  Dr.  Robinson  explained  how  ‘touching’  for 
the  King’s  evil,  which  was  started  by  Charles  I,  went  back  in  the  form  of  washing  of  feet  by 
higher  clerics  to  at  least  the  6th  and  7th  centuries.  The  royal  practice  was  viewed  differently  by 
some  monarchs  subsequent  to  Charles  I  and  gradually  the  washing  of  feet  and  giving  of  food, 
drink  and  clothing  were  all  replaced  by  monetary  payments.  The  speaker  gave  details  of  the 
amounts  and  described  the  various  coloured  purses  used  in  maundy  services  at  the  present 
time.  A  display  of  maundy  money,  purses  and  other  related  items  accompanied  this  paper. 

After  lunch,  delegates  visited  either  the  Coin  Room  at  Manchester  University’s  Museum 
or  Gawsworth  Hall,  Macclesfield.  The  Museum  now  has  a  splendid  display  of  rare  coins  of  the 
reign  of  Stephen  from  the  local  Prestwich  Hoard,  found  in  1972. 

The  final  paper  on  Saturday  was  given  by  the  Hon.  Robert  Erskine  entitled  ‘Wartime 
Propaganda  on  Roman  Coins’.  This  paper  concerned  the  coinage  of  the  civil  war  of  a.d.  68-69 
and  the  speaker  dealt  with  pieces  issued  in  the  names  of  five  rulers  from  Nero  to  Vespasian.  He 
explained  how  the  coinage  was  used  to  state  rulers’  claims  to  authority  or  to  celebrate  victories. 
Changes  or  events  were  sometimes  indicated  by  countermarking  existing  types  and  in  a  short 
space  of  time  some  392  types  were  emitted,  not  counting  eastern  empire  varieties  or  counter- 
marking. 

The  final  event  on  Saturday  was  the  Congress  Dinner  which,  as  usual,  was  to  a  very  high 
standard  and  included  entertaining  speeches  from  the  President  of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
Numismatic  Society  (for  the  hosts)  and  Mr.  Peter  Moffat  of  the  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society 
(for  the  visitors). 

Sunday  morning  comprised  two  sessions,  each  with  a  choice  and  it  was  obviously  something 
of  a  field-day  for  the  Anglo-Saxon  students.  The  first  session  offered  either  ‘The  Poores  Releife 
— The  early  Days  of  the  Humble  Farthing’  by  Colin  Cooke  or  ‘The  Origins  and  Early  History 
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of  the  Shrewsbury  Mint’  by  Dr.  A.  J.  P.  Campbell.  The  latter  speaker  concentrated  on  evidence 
to  show  the  existence  of  a  Mint  at  Shrewsbury  before  the  general  introduction  of  mint  signed 
coins  in  c.  973.  He  explained  that,  although  a  settlement  of  Shrewsbury  probably  existed  in 
iron-age  and  Roman  times,  there  was  no  archaeological  evidence  of  occupation  at  either  stage. 
A  Roman  settlement  was  known  to  exist  at  Wroxeter — some  five  miles  away  and  Shrewsbury 
was  certainly  occupied  in  the  7th  c.  when  it  was  the  capital  of  the  Welsh  Kingdom  of  Powys. 
Dr.  Campbell  then  discussed  at  length  the  unsigned  two-line  type  coins  of  Alfred  and  postu¬ 
lated  that  those  accepted  as  being  from  a  mint  in  Mercia  were,  in  fact,  an  emission  of  Shrews¬ 
bury  and  he  gave  his  reasons  for  not  choosing  Chester  as  the  minting  place. 

After  coffee,  there  was  a  further  choice  of  lectures,  namely  ‘A  Survey  of  the  Crusader 
County  of  Tripoli’  by  C.  J.  Sabine  and  ‘Saxon  Coin  Hoards  and  the  Saxon  Mint  of  Chester’  by 
Nicholas  Moore.  Mr.  Moore  is  curator  of  the  Grosvenor  Museum,  Chester,  and  he  commenced 
by  describing  how  the  collection  of  coins  at  the  museum  had  been  built  up.  As  to  the  mint,  he 
said  that  the  date  of  commencement  was  not  certain  but  it  seems  to  have  been  re-established 
some  time  after  910,  but  using  moneyers  transferred  from  another  mint,  possibly  London.  A 
number  of  hoards  had  been  discovered  in  Chester  and  one,  the  Castle  Esplanade  find,  was 
discovered  in  two-parts — the  second  part  turning  up  in  1975.  All  the  coins  from  the  recent  find 
went  to  the  Grosvenor  Museum. 

The  President  of  B.A.N.S.,  Dr.  John  Kent,  then  wound  up  the  Congress.  He  had  already 
recalled  those  collectors,  past  and  present,  who  had  served  the  Association  during  its  twenty- 
five  years  of  existence  and  he  closed  the  proceedings  by  thanking  those  who  had  arranged  the 

pi\ - Congress,  including  an  exhibition  which  was  set  up  on  the  Sunday.  Finally,  details  were 

given  of  the  next  annual  congress,  which  will  take  place  in  Essex  from  20th  to  22nd  April,  1979. 

The  organisers  wish  to  acknowledge  a  generous  grant  from  the  BNTA  towards  the  costs  of 
this  Silver  Jubilee  Congress,  which  enabled  the  pleasure  of  the  event  to  be  brought  within  the 
reach  of  as  wide  a,range  of  numismatists  as  possible. 


PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED 

The  Architectural  Medal:  England  in  the  Nineteenth  Century.  By  Jeremy  Taylor, 
British  Museum  Publications  Limited — £18.50. 

It  is  many  years  since  an  erudite  work  on  British  commemorative  medals  was  last  published, 
particularly  with  regard  to  that  much  neglected  era  since  the  death  of  George  II.  Jeremy 
Taylor’s  new  book  will  therefore  be  doubly  welcome;  both  by  those  collectors  of  a  series  where 
any  accurately  published  material  is  beneficial,  and  by  those  collectors  who  specialize  in 
architectural  medals. 

Not  since  Eidlirz  published  his  excellent  work  in  1927  have  we  had  a  book  devoted  entirely 
to  the  architect  and  his  work  and  British  Museum  Publications  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
vision  in  publishing  a  book  which  to  some  might  seem  to  have  only  a  limited  appeal.  Eidlitz 
of  course,  was  only  concerned  with  medals  that  depicted  the  architect,  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
medals  also  commemorated  their  work  was  purely  coincidental.  Mr.  Taylor’s  book  will  then, 
prove  a  useful  adjunct  to  this  and  it  will  enable  the  reader  to  fully  appreciate  the  heritage  that 
has  been  conferred  on  us  in  Britain  by  the  masters  of  an  earlier  age. 

When  the  modern  traveller  is  daily  confronted  with  piles  of  reinforced  concrete  and  glass 
that  are  foisted  on  to  its  unfortunate  occupants  as  modern  offices  of  great  beauty  and  con¬ 
venience,  it  is  refreshing  to  be  able  to  lose  oneself  in  a  book  devoted  to  an  era  that  produced 
some  of  Britain’s  finest  buildings.  The  cataloguing  has  been  carried  out  in  a  concise  manner 
and  the  architectural  notes  for  each  entry  give  a  ‘potted’  history  of  each  building  that  will 
virtually  ensure  that  the  work  becomes  the  travelling  numismatists  vade  mecum.  Four  hundred 
medals  are  listed  comprising  232  different  works  of  architecture,  some  290  being  illustrated  by 
half  tone  plates.  For  good  measure  there  is  an  excellent  appendix  of  Medallists,  Sculptors 
and  Publishers  of  medals  with  comprehensive  biographical  details  and,  almost  more  importantly, 
a  similar  list  of  Architects  and  Designers. 

The  index  is  unusually  comprehensive  but  maybe  thought  by  the  uninitiated  to  be  incomplete 
in  that  the  London  buildings  are  listed  alphabetically  under  the  entry  for  London  and  not  in 
strict  alphabetic  order  in  the  index  itself.  Some  of  the  type  I  found  to  be  overlarge,  particularly 
the  headings  which  seem  to  hit  the  reader  squarely  between  the  eyes.  However,  the  text  in 
both  layout  and  content  is  eminently  readable  and  that  is  what  sells  a  book.  Since  it  is  likely 
to  be  the  standard  work  of  reference  for  many  years  to  come  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  collectors  and 
others  will  quickly  obtain  their  copies,  thus  giving  the  author  the  necessary  incentive  to  proceed 
with  further  works  on  the  same  subject. — L.A.B.

Fake  half-sovereigns  in  South  Wales.  Police  investigating  an  influx  of  counterfeit  half- 
sovereigns  in  Gwent  are  asking  coin  collectors  who  recently  bought  such  coins  to  get  in  touch 
with  them.  Some  coins  were  recently  advertised  for  sale  in  the  South  Wales  Argus  under  a 
box  number. 

The  coins  are  King  George  V  1925  half  sovereigns  and  are  made  of  gold.  But  Inspector 
Jones  added  they  were  only  worth  their  “scrap”  value.  “They  are  exceptionally  good  counter¬ 
feit  coins  and  it  would  take  an  expert  to  distinguish  them  from  the  real  thing.  The  layman 
would  never  be  able  to  see  the  difference”.  He  said  he  believed  the  coins  came  from  a  country 
in  the  Far  East,  but  he  did  not  know  which.

‘Gold’  coast  treasure  hunt  in  Denmark.  Three  teenage  boys  have  struck  gold — 
British  gold — off  the  coast  of  Denmark.  Lars  Egesoe,  a  15-year-old  amateur  diver,  first  found 
traces  of  an  old  wreck  in  six  feet  of  water  at  Vejby;  it  appeared  that  freak  tides  had  uncovered 
the  wreck  after  it  had  been  buried  in  sand  for  centuries.  Re-visiting  the  wreck  a  year  later 
Lars  found  a  gold  coin.  He  began  sifting  the  sand  and  found  more,  but  how  many  more  has 
not  been  disclosed.  Most  of  the  coins  had  been  minted  in  England  when  Edward  III  was  on 
the  throne. 

Lars  brought  in  his  two  friends  and  by  diving  and  digging  they  unearthed  so  many  more 
coins  and  other  valuables  that  the  Danish  National  Museum  arranged  for  a  ban  on  bathing, 
fishing  and  diving  in  the  area.  Even  the  local  police  were  not  told  the  reason ;  they  were  simply 
ordered  to  enforce  the  ban.  Experts  from  the  museum  then  took  over  the  treasure  hunt.  Under 
Danish  law  the  boys  have  not  been  allowed  to  keep  any  of  the  coins,  but  they  can  expect  a 
reward — in  modern  money. 

Reviving  art  of  the  medallist.  One  of  the  most  distinguished  of  British  medallists, 
Paul  Vincze,  has  produced  a  self-portrait  medal  to  commemorate  his  70th  birthday.  It  is  a 
fine  example  of  the  revival  in  our  time  of  the  art  of  the  medallist.  Vincze,  who  is  one  of  the 
most  prolific  of  designers  of  medals  and  coinage,  has  won  many  international  awards,  and  his 
Shakespeare  commemorative  medals  have  recently  attracted  widespread  attention.  His  new 
medal  shows  him,  in  full  profile,  at  work.  On  the  reverse  are  miniature  representations  of 
Vincze’s  favourites  among  his  own  medals. 

Today,  revival  of  interest  in  the  medal  is  a  somewhat  mixed  blessing,  for  many  commercially 
produced  medals,  while  promoted  with  extensive  advertising  campaigns,  arc  of  negligible 
quality.  At  the  same  time  much  of  the  advertising  involved  is  lamentably  meretricious.

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Nuisance  value  of  tiddler  coin.  A  Tory  A4.P.  who  claims  the  coin  is  a  nuisance 
wants  Chancellor  Denis  Healey  to  reveal  how  much  the  “tiddler”  is  still  used.  “It  is  a  bad 
thing  when  currency  has  to  be  scrapped,  but  I  am  asking  what  value  this  coin  has  in  circulation 
when  prices  have  gone  up  nearly  double  in  a  short  space  of  time,”  said  Mr.  Michael  Neubert 
the  Members  tor  Romford,  Rent.  I  am  asking  the  Chancellor  next  week  what  percentage  of 
transactions  are  carried  out  with  this  coin.  It  is  a  tiny  coin  and  its  value  so  little  it  has  become 
something  of  a  nuisance”.

“I  would  oppose  the  abolition  of  the  dp  tooth  and  nail”,  said  Mr.  George  Dunn,  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  National  Federation  of  Old  Age  Pensioners.  It  would  effectively  mean  an  increase

in  the  March  to  Lhassa;  was  slightly  wounded 
during  the  campaign  and  was  mentioned  in 
despatches  (L.G.:  13  Dec.  1904). 

In  1904,  Captain  Humphreys  was  created  a 
Companion  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Order 
( L.G. :  16  Dec.  1904):  “Humphreys,  Captain, 
Indian  Army.  In  recognition  of  services  with 
the  Tibet  Mission  Escort”. 

Promoted  Major  and  became  A.D.C.  to  the 
Political  Resident  at  Aden,  18  April  1910. 
Subsequently  served  with  the  Indian  Army 
during  the  European  War  and  was  killed  in 
action  17  Feb.  1917 — in  Mesopotamia  while 
serving  with  8th  Gurkha  Rifles  during  an 
attack  on  Turkish  positions  at  Sannaiyat  on 
River  Tigris  during  the  advance  of  the  British 
and  Indian  Forces  towards  Kut  el  Amara. 

He  has  no  known  grave  but  is  commemorated 
by  name  on  panel  55  of  the  Basra  Memorial,
